egtnmng     Peninsula  and  Western  Ontario  were  laid  in  the 


In  the  first  year  of  the  Nineteenth  Century  all  this  Western 
section  of  the  Province,  from  the  Niagara  to  the  Thames  River 
was  one  circuit,  with  a  total  membership  of  320 

The  first  division  of  the  Niagara  circuit  was  in  1807.  A 
second  in  1808  detached  the  Ancaster  circuit,  which  included 
the  present  City  of  Hamilton. 

With  further  expansion  other  circuits  were  set  off,  until  in 
1835  the  name  of  Ancaster  disappeared,  and  Hamilton  was 
made  the  head  of  one  of  the  six  circuits  comprised  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  old  Niagara  circuit,  and  the  Methodist  mem- 
bership now  totaled  2456. 

The  Mother  In  1840  the  union  of  Canadian  and  British 
Methodism  was  sundered.  A  re-union  took 
place  later.  Congregations  that  had  divided,  on  again  uniting, 
found  themselves  too  large  for  their  Church  accommodation, 
with  the  result  that  from  the  old  first  Methodist  Mother  Church 
on  King  Street  East,  where  in  succession  has  stood,  first  a  log, 
then  a  frame,  then  a  stone  church,  and  now  the  splendid  edifice 
of  recent  construction,  there  sprang,  first,  what  is  now  known 
as  "Wesley,"  but  then  as  the  "Brick"  Church;  and  later  on 
another  Church  farther  west,  with  which,  and  its  successor,  this 
brief  sketch  is  more  particularly  concerned. 

Connected  with  Methodism  as  far  back  as  the  thirties  of 
last  century  we  find  the  names  of  Edward  and  Lydia  Jackson, 
Dennis  Moore,  Frederick  Watkins,  Tristram  Bickle  and  John 


W.  Bickle,  all  of  whose  memories  are  revered  and  who  helped 
to  lay  broad  and  deep  the  foundations  of  the  moral  and  religious 
life  of  this  community. 

The  First  Church    The  first  Church  building  provided  by  this 
'"^  congregation  which  stood  on  the  corner  of 

Merrick  and  McNab  Streets,  was  called  the  ''  Stone  Church." 
That  structure  was  commenced  in  1846,  and  such  was  the  re- 
pugnance on  the  part  of  the  Trustees  to  going  into  debt  that 
only  as  the  money  was  secured  did  the  building  progress,  and  it 
was  therefore  not  until  1851  that  the  Church,  entirely  free  of 
debt,  was  opened  for  divine  service. 

The  Trustees  were  Edward  Jackson,  Dennis  Moore,  John 
Taylor,  Thomas  Taylor  and  William  Orr.

The  Founding  \^  1866  the  population  of  Hamilton  was  25,000. 
^..  ^'^^"^'^^    Over  one-fifth  of  this  number  were  Methodists

and  Church  accomodation  for  them  was  entirely 
inadequate.  No  central  or  prominent  Church  edifice  properly 
represented  its  numbers  such  as  the  Presbyterian  Church,  no- 
tably, possessed  in  its  fine  St.  Paul's,  Central  and  McNab  Street 
Churches.  The  financial  ability  of  the  Methodists  being  in 
proportion  to  their  numbers,  and  a  new  Church  enterprise  being 
both  reasonable  and  necessary,  Centenary  Church  was  planned 
and  its  foundation  laid.  The  fact  that  1866  was  the  centenary 
year  of  American  Methodism,  just  one-hundred  years  having 
elapsed  since  Barbara  Heck  and  Philip  Embury  collected  the 
first  Methodist  congregation  in  New  York  for  public  worship, 
naturally  suggested  the  name  of  ''  Centenary  ". 

At  the  time  of  its  construction  Centenary  Church  was  con- 
sidered one  of  the  finest  and  most  commodious  Methodist 
Churches  in  the  Dominion,  and  while  its  exterior  may  now  be 
regarded  as  somewhat  old-fashioned,  the  interior  is  very  little 
surpassed  for  comfort  and  suitability.  The  Trustees  who  under- 
took the  burden  of  erecting  the  Church  were : — Edward  Jackson^ 
Dennis  Moore,  Dr.  Roseburgh,  W.  E.  Sanford,  F.  W.  Watkins,  Sr., 
William  Boice,  Edward  Gurney,  Sr.,  with  the  Rev.  Nathaniel 
Burwash  as  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

Formal  Opening,    fhe  opening  of  the  Church  in  1868,  one  year 
^^     '  after  Confederation,  took  place  on  the  10th 

of  May.  At  the  moring  service  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  Rose  opened 
with  Hymn  738  in  the  old  hymn  book  ''How  pleasant,  how 
divinely  fair,  0  Lord  of  Hosts,  Thy  dwellings  are  ".  The  Rev. 
James  Elliott,  President  of  the  Conference,  led  in  prayer  and 
Rev.  Dr.  Rice  read  the  lessons,  7th  Chapter  of  II.  Chronicles, 
48th  Psalm  and  2nd  Chapter  of  First  Peter.  Rev.  Dr.  William 
Morley  Punshon  was  the  preacher,  and  his  sermon  was 
based  on  Hebrews  12,  18-22.     ''  For  ye  are  not  come  unto  the 


mount   that  might  be  touched  and  that  burned  with  fire,  nor 
unto  blackness  and  darkness  and  tempest.     But  ye  are  come 

unto  Mount  Sion,  and  unto  the 
city  of  the  Hving  God,  the 
heavenly  Jerusalem,  and  to  an 
innumerable  company  of 
Angels." 


In  the  afternoon  Dr.  William 
Ormston  preached  from  Isaiah 
44  and  3,  and  was  assisted  by 
Rev.  Drs.  Dewart,  Gemley, 
Young  and  Burwash.  Egerton 
Ryerson,  D.  D.,  was  the  preach- 
er in  the  evening,  taking  for  his 

text  Psalm  45  and  5.     Rev.  Dr.  Lachlan  Taylor  assisted.    Large 

audiences  were  present  on  all  these  occasions.

After  the  dedication  a  general  meeting  of  the  congregation 
and  others  was  held.  Lectures  also  by  eminent  men  were  given 
to  crowded  audiences. 

The  Church  The  capacity  of  the  Church  when  opened  was 
Capacity  about  1800  seats,  but  a  few  years  ago  the  City 

By-law  compelled  the  removal  of  the  folding  aisle-chairs  and 
other  extra  seats,  which  reduced  the  seating  capacity  by  several 
hundred. 

The  Organ  The  first  organ  was  constructed  in  the  City 
specially  for  the  Church,  under  the  supervision 
of  Thomas  White,  a  practical  organ  builder,  and  organist  of  the 
old  ''  Stone  Church  ".  This  was  considerably  enlarged  in  1881, 
and  in  1903  was  carefully  renewed  and  greatly  enlarged  under 

the  supervision  of  our  present 
esteemed  organist,  W.  H. 
Hewlett,  into  practically  a  large 
new  organ  with  about  50  stops, 
operated  under  the  electro- 
pneumatic  system,  and  manufac- 
tured by  the  celebrated  firm  of 
Casavant  Bros,  of  St.  Hyacinthe, 
Que.  The  organ  case  was  pre- 
sented by  Mrs.  W.  E.  Sanford  in 
memory  of  her  late  husband, 
who  for  many  years  was  Chair- 
man of  the  Organ  and  Choir 
Committee.  During  the  fifty  years,  five  organists  have  been  in 
charge  of  the  music  of  the  Church :

in  which  he  saw  that  this  beau- 
tiful and  commodious  addition 
to  our  Church  was  carried  to 
completion.

A.  H.  Hills.  Webber  Bros,  and 
Sharpe  &  Murison  were  the  con- 
tractors, respectively,  for  the 
mason  and  carpenter  work.  The  fact  that  building  construction 
was  much  cheaper  then  than  now  is  seen  in  that  the  contract 
for  the  mason  work  was  $10,712  and  for  the  carpenter 
work  $4,500.  The  total  cost  of  building,  with  ground,  when  first 
opened  was  about  $40,000.  Later  about  $17,000  was  expended 
on  the  addition  of  the  new 
Sunday  School  and  Lecture  Hall. 

At  the  north  end  of  the 
auditorium  of  the  Church  two 
Cenotaphs  were  placed  by  the 
Conference  of  the  Wesleyan 
Methodist  Church  to  perpetuate 
the  memory  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Edward  Jackson,  as  founders 
of  the  Chair  of  Theology  in 
Victoria  College.  These  serve 
also  to  keep  fresh  in  the  memory 

of  the  congregation  two  who,  in  addition  to  many  other  crowning 
acts,  gave  unstintedly  of  their  energy  and  means  to  the  work 
of  successfully  completing  this  Church  edifice.

The  Woman's       An  item  of  interest  when  recalling   former

its  origin.     The  desirability  and  need  of  such  a  Society  having 
been  recognized  by  the  General 
Conference,  an  appeal,  under  its 
authority,  was  made  June  7th^ 
1880,  by  Rev.   Dr.   Sutherland, 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions,   before    a    company    of 
Methodist    women.      This    re- 
sulted  in   an    Auxiliary    being 
formed  June  23rd  in  Centenary 
Church,  with  an  enrollment  of 
Thirty-three    members,    drawn 
from    the    various    Methodist

Mrs.  F.  W.  Watkins,  Jr.,  Treas- 
urer. 

The  first  Missionary  sent 
out  by  the  W.  M.  S.  was  found 
in  one  who  still  occupies  a  high 
place  in  the  affection  and  res- 
pect of  her  fellow-members  of 
Centenary  Church— Miss  M.  J. 
Cartmel — who.  left  for  Japan 
Nov.  23rd,  1882,  and  was  there 
privileged  to  lay  the  foundation  upon  which  has  been  built  the 
magnificent  educational  and  evangelistic  work  of  our  Church 
for  Women  and  Girls.  During  the  last  twenty  years,  the  Society 
has  been  fortunate  in  having  as  its  President  another  member 
of  Centenary  Church,  Mrs.  W.  E.  Ross,  whose  constant  devo- 
tion and  able  administration  have  been  a  prime  factor  in  its 
steady  advancement.

Street  Mission,  situated  on  the  corner  of  Dundurn  and  Main 
streets.  Taken  over  by  special  request  in  1909,  it  continues 
under  the  care  of  Centenary.  The  following  Pastors  have  been 
in  charge  —Rev.  E.  G.  Sanders,  A.  E.  Dyson,  A.  H.  Rowe, 
Robert  Holloway,  H.  S.  MacDonald,  E.  A.  Norton  and  Joseph 
Philp,  M.A.,  B.D.  Mr.  Philp  the  present  Pastor,  is  ably 
assisted  by  Miss  A.  E.  Sherwood,  Deaconess.  The  Mission 
property  is  valued  at  $10,000  and  has  a  seating  capacity  of  400. 
There  are  very  energetic  and  prosperous  junior  and  senior 
organizations  in  connection  with  the  Mission.

Its  pulpit  has  been  occupied  by  men  of  high  character  and 
outstanding  ability,  who  preached  the  Gospel  of  the  Grace  of 
God  with  power  and  great  earnestness.  John  Potts,  Hugh 
Johnston,  W.  W.  Carson,  W.  W.  Ross,  William  J.  and  Samuel  J. 
Hunter,  Ezra  A.  Stafford,  J.  V.  Smith  and  others  (dead  and 
living),  each  with  an  individuality  all  his  own  and  with  gifts 
distinguishing  him  from  all  others,  made  the  Church  a  factor 
for  righteousness  in  this  community. 

And  to  this  power  for  good  much  was  contributed  by  the 
men  and  women  who  were  its  active  members  in  the  years  that 
are  past.    As  one  recalls  those  sainted  ones  he  remembers  what 


fine  Christian  men  and  women  many  of  them  were,  and  how 
high  they  stood  in  the  respect  of  their  fellows.     The  Church 
and  its  interests  were  more  to  them,  we  tliink,  than  they  are  to 
many    to-day.
